Curious, tdo, to mark bow their seafaring 
habits tinge-their speech.

Mistory Repeating Ttaelf. 


Tt is @ trite remark that history repeats it- 
self. The present war affords a notable ex- 
ample, Lord Palmerston, writing in bis 
diaty long ago, ascribes the overthrow of 
Prussis in 1806 by Napoleun |. to the all- 
pervading corruption and. meladministration 


‘combined with carelessness, presumption and 


incapacity, everywhere. manifest, which had 
altugether supped the strength of the nation. 
“ Tue low moral toné of the Government, ”’ 
writes Lord P.,‘‘and the army of Prussia 
in 1806 uad as much to do with the catastro- 
phe at Jena asthe bad generalship of their 
chiets. They were outnumbered and out- 
geueralled ; the army, privates and officers, 
were thoroughly demoralised and mutinous ; 
generals would nut lead, and men would not 
follow. The conquest was overwhelming 
defeat. *ince then seventy pears havecome 
and gone, and the positions of the two com- 
bats are reversed. France lies crushed and 
broken fiom the very same Causes which were 
in operation against Prussia when Jena was 
fought.
